• Prosecutor Fitzgibbon began 
his 


argument in the Levi Bevard ca.se 
promptly at 1 o'clock Friday after- 
noon, concluding at 3:12 p. m. Mr. 
Fitzgibbon held the attention of the 
jury closely, gave a strong argument 
which at times became eloquent as 
he referred to the crime and its pun- 
ishment. 


At 3:15 p. m. Judge Seward began 


to deliver his charge to the jury: 


Judge Seward finished reading his 


charge and instructed the jury to re- 
tire and deliberate upon a verdict at 
3:40 Friday afternoon. 


Mr. Fitzgibbon 
immediately 
ad- 


dressed himself 
to the 
jury when 


court opened for the afternoon ses- 
sion. He said in cart: 


"Gentlemen of the jury, it is hard 


to believe that such, a brutal murder 
as that of trances L. Wertz 
could 


have been committed in a civilized 
community, but it was, and you are 
summoned here to judge a» to who 
has outraged the law. 


"Counsel on the other side have in- 


dulged in 
fanciful 
argument 
and 


fanciful theories, but strip the arga- 
ments of these fanciful features, and 
what have they proven? 


"We have tried this case in a fair 


and fearless manner and- this argu- 
ment! will" bo conducted in the same 
manner. 
It is a question of con- 


science with you men. The state of 
Ohio will be satisfied with your ver- 
dict, and the defendant will have to 
be. Those who have testified to Be- 
vard's reputation, have merely said 
he was a good farm hand; that makes 
no difference as to his guilt or inno- 
cence 
A man can plow corn and yet

Chicago, June 22 — At 11:04 a. m. 


today Richard Ivens was hanged for 
the murder of Mrs. Bessie Hollister, 
30 years old, wife of 
Franklin C. 


Hollister, last January. 


Ivens t~-bcd restlessly about the 


bed until shortly atter 5 o'clock when 
he arose, looked out the window and 
remarked to the death watch: 


"Well, I was .hoping that there 


would be one hanging day without 
any rain, but I guess I'm going to be 
disappointed. It's too bad that one 
cannot have a little sun the last few 
hours he has to live 
I feel fine and 


dandy. That was a pretty good sleep 
I had. Gee, but I feel hungry, I 
feel like having some ham and eggs 
and some coffee." 


A messenger was sent to a nearby 


restaurant and after the meal Ivens 
was given the holy sacrament. War- 
den Whitman denied that Ivens had 
made any 
confession. 
Frequently 


he leaped from his chair, nervously 
•paecd • up — and 'town 'the chamber , 
and gazed out upon the crowd thai 
was gathered. 


"My, 
what 
a bunch of 'rubber- 


necks' they are," remarked Ivens. "It 
must be great sport for them to see a 
person murdered for a crime he never 
committed." 


Mrs. 
Ivens, after bidding her son a 


last farewell, cautioned him against 
attempting to commit suicide. 
The 


words of his mother greatly encour- 
aged Ivens and wiping the tears from 
his eyes, he told his mother that he 
was no coward, but that he would be 
brave to the end. 


After again 
cautioning her son, 


Mrs. Ivens and her husband kissed 
him a last farewell and went to their 
home, 


Before the hour of execution all 


the cells in the corridor where the 
gallows stood were cleared and the 
prisoners transferred 
to other 
i-or- 


tions of the 
jail. 
Many 
persons 


sought admission to the jail, but were 
denied. 


At 10:24 Sheriff Pease and other 


officers went to the chamber -mil the 
death warrant was read. Ivens dis- 
played remarkable 
coolness tlur-ng

Ivens' father sought admittance to 


the jail, bnt he was excluded. 


Sheriff Pease and Assistant Sheriff 


Peters led the death march. Folo-v- 
ing them walked Ivens, with Jailer 
Whitman on his right and 
Guard 


O'Neill on his left.

oner the two ministers. Father Sum- 
ner and Father White, 
chanted 


prayers.

Washington, June 22. — President 


Roosevelt has expressed his great 
gratification at the action of the Unit- 
ed States senate in support of his plan 
for the construction of a lock canal. 
He has been convinced for several 
days that the lock type of canal would 
be adopted by the senate on its final 
vote, notwithstanding the report of the 
majority of the interoceanic canal com- 
mittee in favor of a sea-level water- 
way. 
Two days ago the president fig- 


ured a majority of five in favor of the 
lock type, and that is precisely the ma- 
jority it received on the test vote. It 
was pointed out at the White House 
that practically the same senators who 
voted against the lock-canal project 
also were opposed to the Panama 
treaty and so recorded their votes. 
The president regards the vote of 
the house and the senate on the lock 
type of canal as a vote of confidence. 
Orders will be issued in a few day* to 
push the work as rapidly as possible, 
and it is announced that__before- flM* •— 
summer is far advanced as many, men 
and as much machinery as profitably 
can be employed will be engaged in. 
making the dirt fly. 


Secretary Taft and Chairman Shouts 


of the canal commission were? also 
greatly pleased at the outcome-ot the 
struggle in the senate. For the past 
two weeks they have been exerting all 
of their influence with individual-sen- 
ators to get them to favor the lock type 
of canal. Upon being advised of the 
result of the vote in the senate Mr. 
Shonts called on Secretary Taft and 
began to discuss the plans of the com- 
mission for the prosecution of the 
work. It was decided that the com- 
mission as a whole should start for 
the isthmus at the earliest possible 
moment, and Chief Engineer Stevens 
will accompany the members of th« 
commission. 


Senate For Lock Canal. 


Washington, June 22.—The senaW 


took a position in accord with- the* 
president and the house of represen- 
tatives by declaring for a lock carnal 
across the isthmus of Panama. _Tbe> 
result was reached after a dis/iussion, 
that was almost devoid of interesting 
incident 
There was only one record- 


ed vote in connection with, the disposi- 
tion of the question and that was nega- 
tive in character, coming on a motioa 
to lay on the table the lock type sub- 
stitute for the sea-level bUl reported 
by the committee on interoces*!* •$*• 
nal. This motion was made bjf Sen- 
ator Kittredge. the committef .cham- 
pion of tbe sea-level plan, and was 
voted down, 31 to 36. The -rote is gen- 
erally accepted as ending a long «wn« 
test and definitely settling the typ$ ft 
the great waterway. It terminates 
what at one time threatened to be- 
come a sharp difference between th« 
senate on the one hand and the presi- 
dent and the house on the other, for 
there is no denying that when the bill 
was reported from the committee th» 
indications in the senate were all fa- 
vorable to the sea-level type.

section reads substantially as follows: 


Whoever purposely and of deliber- 


ate and premeditated malice kills an- 
other, is guilty of murder in the first 
degree, and shall 
be 'punished 
by 


death, unless the jury trying the ac- 
cused recommend mercy, in which 
case the punishment shall be impris- 
onment in the 
penitentiary 
during 


life. 


So that the essential elements which 


constitute the crime charged against 
the defendant are contained in this 
s'tante, excepting 
the 
elements 
of 


time and place, which are also essen- 
tial ingredients, and are provided by 
other provisions of the law.

There is 
some talk of controlling the trusts— 
you might as "well talk of controlling 
burglary. We do not say men shall 
only steal a little bit, or in some par- 
ticular way, bujt that they shall not 
steal at all. It is so of private monop- 
olies. It is riot sufficient to control or 
regulate them—they must be abso- 
lutely and totally destroyed. Corpora- 
tions should be controlled and regu- 
lated, but private monopolies must be 
exterminated, root and branch. Now, 
you can call that a radical doctrine.

Mr. Laylin Quotes Constitution—Gov. 


Harris Returns From Gov. Pat- 


tisoii's Funeral. 


Columbus, 
June 22—Governor 


Harris said today that he is iiot yet 
ready to announce the appointment 
of <he confidential clerks in his office. 


Gov. 
Harris returned to Columbus 


last night ivith the funeral train of 
state officials. He wt-nt direct to liis 
apartments at the Hotel Hartman. 
This morning Gov. Harris entered 
upon the active discharge ol the du- 
ties of chief executive. The secret- 
laryship is the biggest plum in ihe 
gift of the governor. Three men arc- 
persistently mentioned: Judge C. C. 
Lemert of Kenton; Editor C. A. Al- 
bright of Eaton, and Randolph AV. 
Walton, of Columbus. 
Lemert and 


Walton have had experience in the 
executive office. 
Mr. Walton is 
ve- 


garded as certain for some position 
in Ilie executive office. 


Columbus, O., June 22.—Secretary o 


State Laylin and Attorney General 
Ellis are of the opinion that there is 
no vacancy in the office of lieutenant 
governor. Secretary Laylin says: "The 
constitution provides that in the event 
of the death or disability of the gover- 
nor the lieutenant governor shall per- 
form the duties and exercise the pow- 
ers of the office. He becomes acting 
governor, but I do not believe a vacan- 
cy in the office of lieutenant governor 
would be cieated by such emergency. 
The governor woudl be required to ap- 
point a lieutenant governor in the case 
of the death or resignation of the iat- 
ter officer. 
This was decided in the 


case brought during Governor Nash's 
administration, when a vacancy en- 
sued by the resignation of Lieutenant 
Governor Xippert Governor Xash ap- 
pointed Henry L. Gordon lieutenant 
governor. 
But the case is different 


when a governor dies and the lieuten- 
ant g;o\ernor, in compliance with the 
constHution. performs the duties of 
the office. There is no lieutenant gov- 
ernor to appoint: otherwise the order 
of succession provided by the consti- 
tution would be impossible. The Jaw 
provides that if the lieiat-f-nant gover- 
nor dks while ]>crforming the duties 
of Ihe office the president r>ro lem. of 
the senate would become acting gov- 
ernor. And so in the case of a va- 
cancy in ihe 1a11er office the speaker 
of 1hr house would succeed to the 
duties of governor."

and maliciously killed the said Fran- 
ces Wertz, at the time and in 
the 


manner stated in the indictment, but 
that the killing was without delib- 
eration and premeditation, then, and 
in that event, you may find him guilty 
of murder in the second degree. 


I have said that the charge con- 


tained in the 
indictment includes 


manslaughter. Now, manslaughter is 
defined to be: The unlawful killing of 
another without malice either express 
or implied, which may be either vol- 
untary, upon a sudden heat, or inad- 
vertently, hut in the commission or 
Sbrne unlawful act. 


If you find the defendant not guilty 


of manslaughter, or murder _ in 
the 


first or second degree, you may in- 
quire and determine whether or not 
he is guilty of assault and battery, 
which I have said is included withiu 
the scope of the charge contained in 
the indictment 


Assault and battery is any inten- 


tional violence committed by one per- 
sou upon the person of another. 
The 


mere laying of a finger upon another 
against his will, in ansry. rude, or in- 
sulting manner, constitutes an assault 
and battery. 


The defendant can only he convicted 


of assault and battery in this rase in

State too jealous of the liberties of its 
citizens to permit a conviction while 
a rational doubt exists in the minds 
of the jury as to the guilt of the per- 
son accused. So that as long as a rea- 
sonable rloubt exists in the minds of 
the jury as to the guilt of the accused. 
a verdict of guilty cannot be returned. 


By "a, reasonable 
doubt," 
is 
not 


meant a mere whimsical or fanciful 
state of the mind, unsupported by rea- 
son or good judgment: but is meant: 
one which arises from the evidence 
adduced, or the lack of evidence. A 
mere speculative 
doubt, 
voluntarily 


excited in the mind, in order to avoid 
the rendition of a disagreeable ver- 
dict. should have no influence 
with 


you iu arriving at a just determina- 
tion of a verdict. 


If the material facts without which 


guilt cannot be imputed to the de- 
fendant. can be fairly reconciled with 
his innocence, then 
you should be 


warranted in finding the existence of 
a reasonable doubt, and I might say. 
You should so find: and if 
such a 


doubt exists, you must acquit the de- 
fendant. 


If. however, a' careful consideration 


of all the evidence adduced, and giv- 
ing it such weight as. in your judg- 
ment. it is entitled to receive, satis- 
fies you. to a reasonable certainty of 
his guilt, you should say so by your 
verdict. 


A reasonable doubt is that state of 


the case which, after an entire com- 
parison and consideration of all the 
evidence adduced at this trial, leave* 
your mind in that condition in which 
you cannot say you 
feel an abiding 


convic*ion. to a moral certainty, oi 
the truth of the charge containr-d in 
the indictment.

' I have heretofore, at mis term of 
comt. ijiven an illustration from prac- 
tical life of that kind of malice which 
springs from a depraved heart and not 
from any feelings ot hatred 
or 
re- 


venge. It being the best illustration, 
to my mind, of that kind of malice, I 
now repeat it to you: 


Some few months since three men 


were walking down High street 
in 


Columbus, 0., one of whom announced 
to the others his 
determination to 


assault the next 
colored man 
he 


should see. 
They were crossing the 


viaduct when they .met a colored man, 
aivl carrying out his announced in- 
tention, he struck him, causing his 
death. 


Under such a state of circumstan- 


ces, it could not be said that the as- 
sailant's malice was born of hatred of 
the person assaulted, or of revenge, 
because the assailant kaew not the 
person whom he assaulted, and there- 
fore rould not well have reasonable 
ground for either hatred or revenge. 
Such malice, so manifested, is born 
of a depraved heart and an inclination 
utterly regardless of the 
rights 
of 


others nnd certainly bent on mischief. 


Deliberation and premeditation are 


each essential elements of murder in 
the first degree, but not of murder in 
the second degree or manslaughter. 


Before you can find the defendant 


guilty of murder in the first degree, 
you must not only be satisfied from 
the evidence 
beyond 
a 
reasonable 


doubt that the killing was done un- 
lawfully, purposely i and feloniously, 
but the State must also satisfy you 
that he killing was done with delib- 
erate and premeditated malice, which 
would require you to find that the de- 
fendant had formed the purpose in his 
mind to kill Frances Wertz, and that 
having formed the purpose the same 
was deliberated upon and premedi- 
tated before the act of killing took 
place. 
The law fixes no time during 


which such deliberation-and premedi- 
tation shall take place. It is not nec- 
essary to be for any particular time, 
hut yon must be satisfied, from the 
evidence, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
that the defendant had formed a pur- 
pose in his mind 
to kill Frances 


Wertz. and had deliberated and re- 
flected upon it before the killing. It 
is sufficient- although only a short 
time had elapsed after such purpose 
was formed and The aet_of killing was 
accomplished, if the same was delib- 
erated upon and premeditated by the 
defendant. Deliberation and premedi- 
tation, like intent and 
malice, 
are 


formed in the 
mind, havin? their 


oriain in the reasoning faculties. To 
deliberate, is to weigh in tHe mind, 
to ponder over, or consider a nropos'- 
rion. To premeditate, is to think ov»r 
beforehand, to meditate concerning an 
intended act before the commission of 
the act- As I have said, the law 
fixes PO time during which delibera- 
lion or premeditation shall exist or 
take place, and it is only necessary to 
establish bevond a reasonable doubi 
that the killing; was the result of de- 
liberation and premeditation, if 
the 


other essential cements of the crime 
charged are proven.

material matter, which contraoicts or 
differs in an essential manner fiom 
the testimony of the- witness upon the 
stand about tbe same rna/ter; and, to

who 
testify thai 


they are 
acquainted 
or 
have 
the 


means of knowing the general repu- 
tation of the party sought to be im- 
peached for truth and veracity, and, 
from their knowledge, say as to what 
that general reputation is: whether ir 
is good or bad. 


Let ine illustrate: You will remem- 


ber that the defendant's counsel put 
to Eva Wertz a question as to wheth- 
er she had not said to and in 
the 


presence of certain persons that sh& 
did r.ot know who committed the act, 
and other statements at variance witn 
her testimony on the stand. She de- 
nied having made any 
such 
state- 


ments. Then one or more of the per- 
sons to whom or in whose presence 
such statements are alleged to have 
boon made were called to the stand 
and testified 'that she made the state- 
ment or statements attributed to her. 


The State used the same means with 


the view of impeaching certain wit- 
nesses for the defendant. The state- 
ment of the impeaching witness or 
witnesses is not to be taken as proof 
of the fact, but merely as testimony 
tending to prove that 
the 
witness 


sought to be impeached 
made 
the 


statement attributed to him or her. 
The other means used was the calling 
of witnesses as I have before 
indi- 


cated, to testify that the reputation 
of the witness sought to be impeached 
for truth and veracity was not good. 


Whether a witness has been suc- 


cessfully impeached, or how far his or 
her testimony has been impeached by 
impeaching evidence, is solely within 
your province to determine. You will. 
notwithstanding you believe from the 
evidence that the witness has made 
contradictory statements, 
give such 


weight to his or her testimony as you 
believe it is entitled to. It is solely 
your province to say -what witnesses 
you Relieve, and to what extent you 
believe them. 


it is not always possible to establish 


guilt by direct and positive testimony, 
nor is it necessary; and circumstan- 
tial evidence alone, 
when 
sufficient 


to satisfy the mind beyond a reason- 
able doubt, will 
justify 
conviction. 


Circumstantial evidence is 
proof of 


facts standing or existing in such re- 
lation to the ultimate 
facts 
to be 


proven that such ultimate facts roay 
be inferred or deduced from such sur- 
rounding facts. 
Before there can be 


any legal conviction, however, of the 
defendant in this case, the evidence, 
whether it he direct or 
circumstan- 


tial, must be so clear as to exclude 
from your minds and from the mind 
of each one of you, all 
reasonable 


doubt of the guijt of the defendant. 


Statements ra the 
indictments are 


not to be taken by you as evidence in 
the case. 
Neither are statements of 


counsel in argument to be taken as 
evidence. You must, in deciding this 
case, confine yourselves to the testi- 
mony of the witness as it came to you 
from the witness stand. 
Testimony 


is the sworn statement of the witness- 
es, while evidence is that kind of tes- 
timony which carries 
conviction to 


the mind of the jury. You are the 
judges of the credibility of the wit- 
nesses and the weight to be given to 
their testimony. You have heard the 
witnesses while giving 
their 
testi- 


mony; you have observed 
their de- 


meanor and manner 
while on the 


stand while testifying. 
You will take 


these things 
into consideration in 


weighing the testimony, together with 
their candor, or want of candor: their 
bias, or want of bias: their interest 
in the event of the suit, if
